Roosevelt had a full house to-day, his 


first working since his return from 
Oyster Bay. To all comers he urged rate 
legislatiun. 

Half a dozen or more Senators were at 
his offices during the morning. They 
all went away with the distinct impres- 
sion tha the President has taken 
position unequivocally, and will ask 0 
Congress next session practical, adequate, 
and uncompromising rate legislation. _ 

From a source that is above doubt the 
intelligente came during the day that Mr. 
Roosevelt has written the part of his 
message that deals with the railroad ques- 
tion, and that it has been laid away as 
‘finished, not to he disturbed or revised. 
Most of the Summer was spent ‘upon it. 
His argument is believed by tho 
Rave been taken into his confidence to 
be complete, patriotic, and substantially 
unanswerable. It puts the whole question 
squarely up to Congress, and it is believed 
that the majority in the Senate will have 
difficulty in evading the responsibility. 

Among the Senators who talked with 
the President to-day ,were representatives 
of both sides of the question of tate con- 
trol, and of the middle ground. All went 
out from his office with the idea of his 
insistent attitude on such legislation. He 
gaye them no chance to misunderstand 
him, ani brought the matter to the front 
resolutely and positively. The President 
has arranged for more conferences on 
this week. 

- Tariff matters were not allowed to come 
to the fore to-day. The President has 
not yet written what he will have to say 
to Congress on this subject. Federal con- 
trol of insurance is also taid- by for fur- 
ther thought: — 

The subject of contributions by cor- 
porations to campaign committees has 
been fglly worked out for the message, 
and the passage dealing with it has been 
laid away as completed, The President 
regards it as a moral question which in- 
volves him directly. He did not discuss 
it with those who called on him to-day. 

Mr, Roosevelt probably will recommend 
to Congress the establishment of a central 
purchasing agency for the several execu: 
tive departments. Commissioner Garfield 
and Gifford Pinchot, both of whom are 
members of the Keep commission, which 
has been investigating the business meth-. 
ods of the departments, had @ talk with 
the President ‘to-day.

RAMSEY, SUSPENDED, 
ATTACKS GEORGE GOULD 


| Owe Him Nothing, the Fighting 
Wabash Head Declares. 


REPROVED GOULD, HE SAYS, 


For Spending the Stockholders’ Money 
He Likens the Case to the 
Insurance Scandal. 


Joueph Ramsey, Jr., President of the 
| Wabash Railroad, gave out a statement 
to the security holders of that road yes- 
terday, denying that he was ever Mr.

record of his services with the Wabash 


and with other roads, and replies to many 


reports which he says have been circu- 


lated concerning him. In his address to 
the debenture and stock holders, Mr. 
says in part: 

“When I opened the campaign f 
proxies, I stated I was not going to make 
it a personal one, but as the ' personal’ ele- 
ment has been forced in by statements 
made, if not by Mr. Gould, by members 
of his kitchen cabinet and those working 
to get proxies for him, I am forced to 
reply to them. 

“It is now due my own reputation, my 
friends and those whom I have asked to 


honor me with their proxies, that I should - 


enewer, and answer openly, the stories 
which are being told on the street by 
Messrs, Butler, Terry, and other ,Gould 
adherents, and they, and not I, are re- 
sponsible for this letter. = = — 

‘The stories being circulated are of sev- 
eral varieties. One of the serious ones, 
judging from a Wal Street clipping, is 
that of ‘ingratitude to Mr. Gould, who 
made him (Ramsey) known to the rail- 
road world.’

America came third, and Dingley, with the 
Pope-Toledo car that won first place in 
the elimination trials, will be the third 
man to start, while the Italian team se- 
cured fourth place, and Lancia, with his 
120 horse power Fiat was named to start 
in that position. One or two slight changes 
were made in the cars and drivers. Chev- 
rolet will drive the Fiat car owned by 
Major J. 8S. C. Miller;:and with which 
Chevrolet made new records for gasoline 
machines at the Morris Park track this 
season.

NOT FIGUREHEADS AT ALL 


Much Later, Says 
Champion Director Depew, Who's | 
a Member of 74 Boards. 


The statement of Jacob H. Schiff in the 
{jnsurance investigation on Friday iast, 
that the failure of Directors to direct was 
one of the great evils of present-day 
corporation management, has attracted 
widespread attention among Wall Street 


men in view of the fact, first, that In all 


large corporations there exists a more or 
less highly developed centralization of 
power, and, second, that many meén in 
financial life see no way in which the 
gituation can be changed with due re- 
gard for the volume of business that has 
to be transacted and the demands on the 
time of those who handle large affairs. 
Mr. Schiff in his testimony said: 
“The system of Directorship in great 
corporations of the City of New York is 
such that a Director has practically no 
power. He is considered in many in- 
gtances, and I may say in most instances, 
as a negligible quantity by the executive 
officers of the society. He is asked for 
advice when it suits the executive offi- 


cers, and if under the prevailing system 


an executive officer wishes to do wrong 
or wishes to conceal anything from his 
Directors or to commit irregularities such 
as have been disclosed here, the Director 
is entirely powerless; he can only act in 
an advisory capacity, and he can only 
judge of such things as are submitted to 
him.” 

“Of what use, then, are Directors, ex- 
cept to comply with the formal provision 
of the law?"’ Mr. Hughes asked. 

“I think that is a very proper question,”’ 
“and I believe they are 
of very little practical use.”’ 

An interesting sidelight upon the situa- 
tion of which Mr. Schiff complained may 
be obtained by an examination of the Di- 
rectory of Directors, in which it appears 
that many men of prominence in financial 
affairs are Directors in from one to two- 
score corporations, many of them allied, 
to be sure, in their control or possibly in 
their management, but none the less dis- 
tinct in their corporate organization. 
United States Senator Chauncey M. De- 
pew, for instance, appears as Director in 
gseventy-four corporations, and probably 
holds the championship. James  H. 
Hyde, formerly Vice President of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society, was a 
Director in fo.ty-five different corpora- 
tions until] recently. 

George F. Baker, President of the First 
National Bank, and an important factor 
in what is known as the Morgan group of 
financial interes.s, is a Director in forty- 
four corporations; while James Stillman, 
President of the National City Bank, and 
the accredited head of the system of 
banking institutions allied with the Stand- 
ard Oi] interests, is a Director in fifty- 
eight corporations Willlam Rockefeller, 
brother of John D. Rockefeller, who, by 
the way, is reported at present as being a 
Director only in the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, of which he is President, is a Di- 
rector in forty different corporations. 
George J. Gould is a Director in forty- 
five corporations, and his brother Frank 
J. Gould is a Director in about twenty. 

So the list might be continued. An in- 
teresting ‘incident which throws some 
light on practices prevalent in certain 
quarters, at least, may be found in one 
large corporation in which it appears to 
have been the custom for resolutions td 
be prepared by the executive manage- 
ment and mailed to Directors for their 
signatures. On receipt of a sufficient 
number of such signed resolutions, it is 
said, the action determined upon is en- 
tered upon the records as having been 
taken in the regular way by the board. 


Committees Do the Work. 


To ascertain at first hand the opinion 
of men who are actually engaged in the 
Management of great corporate enter- 
prises, whether moneyed or non-moneyed, 
THE New Yor«k, TIMES has made inquiry 
of a number of prominent financiers and 
railroad men. Robert Mather, President 
of the Rock Island Company, which 1s 
the holding corporation for the Rock 
Island Railroad and its allied companies, 
is a Director in thirty-one corporations. 
At his office, in the Empire Building, 
yesterday he was asked whether he 
thought a man could be a Director in 
many corporations and perform his duties 
to the best interest of each. 

“Yes, I do,"’ he replied. ‘ The actual 
work is done by committees appointed 
from the board, as it should be. They 
are empowered by law to perform cer- 
tain duties. The office of Director, of 
course, is largely an advisory one. There 
is, indeed, a limit to every man’s time, 
but one can belong to a great many dif- 
ferent boards, and yet do his work con- 
scientiously. You must remember that 
in the case of many men who are Di- 
rectors of a score or more corporations 
the majority of hia Directorships are in 
companies which are subsidiary to-or al- 
Hed with some one central concern, so 
that to all intents and purposes the 
situation amounts to his being a Direccor 
Only in one big company.” 

Mr. Mather said he had eaves heard of 
&@ corporation in which resolutions were 
sent around to members of the board in 
Printed form and subsequently entered as 
having been adopted. 

Dumont Clarke, President of the Ameri- 
can Exchange National Bank, is a Direct- 
er in twenty-five corporations. He was 
asked what he thought of the theory that 
Directors do not direct. Mr. Clarke said: 

“I think such a view, if stated with- 
Sut qualification, does not do justice to 
the way in which financial business ts 
transacted in New York. It is perfectly 
true that Directors in-a bank and insur- 
ance company or a great railroad may not 
know from time to time the exact cash 
balance on hand down to a few cents, nor 


are, they expected to follow these details 


from day to day or from week to week. 
That phase of the corporation manage- 
ment is specifically in the hands of the 
executive committee and the executive 
officrs, whom the Directors choose from 
&mong thelr own number, and to whom 
they delegate certain powers. 

“In the case of a bank there arethe reg- 
ular examinationsby the Directors and by 
their accountants and the reports made at 
monthly meetings. One cannot expect a 
Director to do more than review these 
things in a general way; nor need he do 
®0 if the executive officers and the ex- 
ecutive committee perform their part of 
the business honestly and efficiently. The 


Director can at least judge of the hon- 
._@8ty and efficiency of those to whom he 


delegates power, and he has means at his 
command to right a situation that does 
not meet his approval.

“While an occasional awakening of 
Directors to their responsibilities may be 
salutary, I think that the present sys- 
tem of corporation management is as 
good as could be devised. I do not con- 
sider Directors mere figureheads. It is 
incumbent upon them to choose able and 
responsible men for the various commit- 
tees and to serve as officers, and it 1s 
their duty to see that these commitees do 
their work properly. If a Director is con- 
scientious he need by no means be a fig- 
urehesd. 

“ Sometimes it occurs that a committee 
is composed largely of officers of the cor- 
poration, who by thus acting as a com- 


mittee 8S upon their own actions as of- 
ficers. his of course is not a wise mode 
of orgenitation, but it is far from the 
prevailing one in my judgment. A sugges- 
tion was made not long ago of employing 
Directors on salary, but such a scheme 
has obvious and vital defects, for it would 
be impossible then to obtain the men who 
now compose the boards of eros! of our 
important institutions, and their judg- 
ment, which is invaluable in directing 
a lage of gencral policy, would thus be 

“ Yes, a Director's duties mean more 
than attending meetings and listening to 
the reading of the minutes. Although the 
committees do the actual work, as they 

roperly should, the Directors must fol- 
ow the company’s business carefully 
enough to see ~ t the committees do 
their. work well. A Director should keep 
himself so that his judg- 
ment will be independent and unbiased on 
every matter that may come before him.’ 

Charles T. Barney, President of the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company, is a Di- 
rector in thirty-five corporations, the ma- 
jority of them banking institutions. He 
said, when asked if he believed that Di- 
rectors directed: 

“ Of course there is a question as to 
the numb r of corporations in which a 
man can serve and give a reasonable 
cinema ig of attention to each, but that de- 
pends iargely on the character of the in- 
stitution. 

“Just now there is a great deal of 
unjust criticism as to the management 
of large institutions. One cannot expect 
a man serving on a Board of Directors 
to pass in advance upon the detailed prop- 
ositions which come up from day to day 
before the executive officers. In the first 
place the fee which a man accepts for 
serving as a Director wouldn't begin tv 
compensate him for the time that would 
be required in yet Aa out any such 
conception of his duties; nor, as a matter 
of fact, is it adequate ‘compensation for 
the time which he may spend in the reg- 
ular meetings and in such advisory ser- 
vice as he gtd be able to give. 

**But all this aside, the fact remains 
that if a Director tried to attend to the 
details of the business which is placed 
in the, hands first of the executive of- 
ficers and then of the Executive Com- 
mittee, he would have no time left for 
his own affairs, and beyond that would 
be a constant interference and a positive 
drawback to the management of his com- 
pany. 


No Need to Change the System. 


“At the monthly meetings which are 
held in most corporations and in others 
at the quarterly meetings the Directors 
have opportunity to pass upon what has 
been done, and if they disapprove they 
can ascertain the reasons for the act 
criticised and institute such other in- 


quiries into the affairs of the corporation 
as they deem wise. 

“The proposition resolves itself, in the 
event of such disapproval, into one of 
either changing the management or of 
getting out of the board yourself. No 
man is under obligation to stay in a com- 
“eagy! the acts of whose executive officers 

e does not approve. here are the 
periodical examinations of the company, 

and a Director has opportunity at such 
times to make sure that the examinations 
are faithfully and honestly performed and 
no very serious condition can arise, with- 
out its being discovered by a Board of 
Directors that undertake to have these 
examinations roperly conducted.
